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Protection in Hoisting Operations 


To protect workers engaged in 
hazardous hoisting operations, thus 
conserving manpower and work- 
power for all-out war production 
of tanks, guns and ammunition, the 
American Standards Association 
today announced completion of a 
new Safety Code for Cranes, Der- 
ricks and Hoists. The standard was 
developed by a representative com- 
mittee of governmental, industrial, 
insurance, and technical experts, 
under the administrative leadership 
of the American Society of Me- 
chanical Engineers and the Bureau 
of Yards and Docks of the United 
States Navy Department. 

As the first comprehensive out- 
line on a national basis of funda- 
mental safety provisions for hoist- 
ing machinery, this work will serve 
as a guide not only to state and 
municipal authorities responsible 
for the guarding and inspection of 
such apparatus but also to industry 
(manufactureres of equipment and 
purchasers and users of equip- 
ment). 


Need Is Great 

Need for such a reference work 
was great because of the wide use 
of cranes, derricks and hoists, and 
the high frequency and severity of 
accidents resulting from hoisting 
equipment operations. It consti- 
tutes one of the most important of 
the national safety codes since 
practically every plant in the 
country is affected. 

The code applies to the construc- 
tion, installation, inspection, main- 
tenance, and operation of cranes 
and derricks driven by steam en- 
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gines, electric motors, or internal- 
combustion engines; to their run- 
ways; to simple drum hoists of 
whatever motive power; to over- 
head electric hoists and their run- 
ways; to overhead air hoists; and 
to hand-powered derricks. It does 
not apply to any hoisting machine 
having a maximum capacity of less 
than one ton, nor does it apply to 
the temporary use of cranes, der- 
ricks, and hoists on construction 
work or to special equipment for 
mines, etc. 


90 Page Booklet 


In addition to construction de- 
tails, definitions and diagrams for 
each type of crane, the 90-page 
booklet provides for the periodic 
retesting of cranes and derricks 
and fixes safe working loads and 
tensile specifications for iron and 
steel chains with a correction table 
for the reduction of rated capacity 
of chains due to wear; it provides 
for that essential “human element,” 
mentioning the need for competent 
and careful operators and outlining 
the qualifications that an operator 
should possess and the rules he 
should follow while on the job; it 
provides standard hand signals as 
an aid in preventing misunder- 
standing when a number of cranes, 
derricks, or hoists are used. One- 
hand signals, two-hand signals, and 
whistle signals are given. Whistle 
signals may be used only when a 
single crane is in operation, and 
a mechanical or electric gong is 
recommended in preference to a 
whistle. As an additional safe-

given a pre-employment examina 
tion which often determines on 
what jobs they will be placed, and 
periodic examinations follow. If a

mented by home visitors who seek 
by suggestion, usually successfully, 
to correct poor eating and sleeping 
and playing habits. There is a plant 
nutrition program, and the Health 
for Victory Club has enlisted 
hundreds of mothers and wives in 
a campaign to achieve dietary per- 
fection in home meals. 

The plant’s own kitchens supply 
victory lunches with proper vitamin 
and calorie content at 35 cents a 
meal. 


Meals Well Planned 


Victory lunches consist of liberal 


helpings of meat, fish or eggs, 
vegetables, whole wheat or en- 


riched bread, butter and milk, or a 
milk dessert. A typical noon meal 
will include beef stew, green beans, 
bread and butter, fruit cup and 
milk, Another favorite is fish, 
creamed potatoes, stewed tomatoes, 
bread and butter, and grapefruit. 

Between meals, snack-wagons 
roam the assembly lines. 

Surveys taken at the plant show 
that the consumption of whole 
wheat bread almost doubled in the 
cafeteria, due entirely to a booklet 
broadside that pointed out its value. 
Grapefruit, by the case, which once 
lasted two weeks, now lasts two 
days. Employees are eating 50 per 
cent more green vegetables and 35 
per cent more salads. The cafeter- 
ias have done a job of salesman- 
ship. 

But feeding is only part of the 
job. Every applicant for work is 
given a pre-employment examina- 
tion which determines first whether 
the applicant is physically able to 
perform work, and secondly ex- 
actly what type he or she is best 
fitted for. 





Yearly Check-up 

Once a year large numbers of 
employees are given a thorough 
physical check-up, to determine 
how they have reacted to the con- 
ditions of their employment. Weld- 
ers, spray-painters, foundrymen, 
sand-blasters, cranemen and a 
dozen other specialists must under- 
go the exam. If the check-up dis- 
closed that the worker in any way 
has been affected by exposure to 
the hazards of his occupation, or 
no longer measures up to the physi- 
cal standards of his job, he imme- 
diately is transferred to another 
and safer position. 

A craneman with high blood 
pressure would be a definite hazard 
to other employees. By yearly ex- 
amination we are able to keep a 
steady finger on the health pulse 
of the employees and eliminate 
many dangerous human conditions. 

Often, the examinations will dis- 
close the beginning of an illness or 
disease of which the worker is en- 
tirely unaware. For example, one 
husky worker reported for his an- 
nual examination recently—and the 
X-ray revealed the beginnings of 
tuberculosis. He was told to see 
his family physician at once, and 
three weeks later went to a state 
sanitorium. This worker was em- 
ployed as a painter, and if he had 
not been examined the disease soon 
would have reached the acutely 
dangerous stage. Now he is on the 
road to recovery. 


Plant Hygiene 
The importance of _ personal 
health is second only to plant safe- 
ty, or industrial hygiene. The West-

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Britain Makes Her Factories Safer 


By SIR WILFRID GARRETT, Chief Factory Inspector of Great Britain 


ESPONSIBILITY for safety, 
health and welfare in British 
factories is placed by law on the 
management of the factory and to 
some extent on the workers, but it 
is controlled by the Factories Acts. 
A comprehensive new Act came 
into force in 1938, built up on a 
succession of acts that had their 
beginnings more than one hundred 
years ago. This act, and a great 
mass of regulations and orders in 
the last forty or fifty years, pre- 
scribe in considerable detail pre- 
cautions to be taken in the various 
kinds of factory and in connection 
with particular kinds of machines, 
plant and work. They are largely 
applied to permit variations to 
meet special cases and to take ad- 
vantage of new safety appliances, 
and safety methods. 


Government Administered 


These acts, regulations and or- 
ders are administered by inspec- 
tors of factories appointed by and 
responsible to the Central Govern- 
ment. The duties of these inspec- 
tors are not only to enforce the 
law, but also to help managements 
with advice as to the best methods 
of compliance, and to encourage 
them towards a higher standard 
in factory well-being. 

At the outbreak of war the sud- 
den restriction on the showing of 
lights resulted in a great deal of 
blacking out, shutting of windows, 
and so on, without proper thought 
to the means of ventilation, particu 
larly during night shifts. Necessity 
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for the prevention of glare from 
blast furnaces, steel works and 
coke ovens caused at first a restric 
tion of the free ventilation natural 
to.these works in peace time. 

This undoubtedly caused much 
discomfort in the first winter of 
the war. But advice on ventilation 
in the blackout was quickly given 
and special government inspectors 
collaborated with committees of the 
industries concerned to prevent 
glare, but still maintain adequate 
ventilation. 

The first years of the war 
showed an increase in cases of 
gassing mainly due to carbon 
monoxide and nitrous fumes. These 
cases were at first attributed to 
the causes mentioned above. But a 
close analysis showed that this was 
not so to any great extent. Cases 
were rather due to the increase 
of work involving exposure to 
these gases and neglect of minor 
repairs owing to war pressure, and 
a natural neglect of the usual pre- 
cautions by workers who felt that 
the rush of war impelled them to 
take risks that they would not 
think of taking in peace time. 

Experience in the last war of 
the danger of poisoning and other 
ills due to the handling of T.N.T. 
and other ingredients that go to 
the filling of bombs and high ex- 
plosive shells, led this time to the 
provision of ample medical super- 
vision in the filling factories. Prac- 
ticall yall these factories are under 
the direct control of the govern-

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Check List for the Woman Worker 


Outlined are health and safety factors 
to be considered for female workers

ROBABLY no single industry 

is employing female labor to 
a greater degree than the airplane 
manufacturing industry. Within 
many of the airplane plants women 
have been trained to successfully 
perform light fabricating jobs, 
including welding and assembly. 
Results indicate the high produc- 
tive efficiency of women at such 
work and the industry is continuing 
to employ women in increasing 
numbers. Other industries have not 
developed this source of labor to a 
marked degree. This in spite of 
the fact that many jobs within such 
industries are similar in nature to 
those in which women have demon- 
strated unquestioned ability, even 
superior proficiency to men, in 
some cases. Perhaps the major rea- 
son for this condition is that of 
habit. Whereas the aviation indus- 
try is new and unbound by tradi- 
tion, many other industries are set 
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in their ways and change is a diffi- 
cult mental process. Under present 
scarcities these industries may be 
forced to consider such changes or 
else find themselves unable to se- 
cure the necessary “manpower” 
for required production. 

This article proposes to briefly 
mention the major factors demand- 
ing study and careful considera- 
tion in placing women on jobs 
within industry, and to explore in 
somewhat greater detail the fac- 
tors concerning desirable types of 
safety equipment. 


What to Look for 


Special attention must be given 
to lifting. In general, it should be 
made certain that women be not 
required to lift weights in excess 
of 25 pounds, Even within this 
maximum limit, women should be 
instructed in the proper method of 
lifting and carrying weights. 
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The fine work performed by 
many women demands special con- 
sideration to good lighting. 

Good posture is vitally important 
to women workers. Physical well- 
being as well as productive effi- 
ciency demands that arrangements 
be made so that women can change 
from a standing to a sitting posi- 
tion. 

General plant sanitation and 
safety is essential. This includes 
washing facilities, adequately 
equipped lunch room, dressing 
room, rest room, good drinking 
water facilities, separate toilets for 
women, proper ventilation and 
good general plant housekeeping. 

Many states have statutes regu- 
lating hours, rest periods and 
wages for women. 


Clothing Vital 


The importance of safety cloth- 
ing for women in industry. must 
be treated as a separate subject. 
In general, while style may be pre- 
served to a degree, utility and 
safety must be the prime factors 
determining the adequacy of gar- 
ments. Every effort must be ex- 
erted to avoid frills, loose-fitting 
garments and other types of cloth- 
ing that might present a hazard 
through catching in moving ma- 
chinery. 

Concerning personal protective 
safety equipment, the following are 
considered to be of major im- 
portance: proper footwear, hand 
protection, eye protection, respira- 
tory protection and head and hair 
protection. 

In every instance, the physical 
conformation of women must be 
recognized as being more delicate 
than men and due allowance made 


for lighter weight to permit of 
greater comfort. 

Footwear should obviously avoid 
high heels and open toes. Sneakers 
and slippers are found to offer lit- 
tle foot comfort or protection. A 
sturdy, well-fitting leather shoe, 
with low heel, offers maximum foot 
comfort and proper arch support. 
In instances in which a hazard 
exists from heavy, falling objects, 
a hard toe or foot guard should be 
worn, 

Hand Protection 

The type of job will indicate the 

proper hand protection, but in all 


instances gloves should be pro- 
hibited for use around moving ma-

chinery. The hazard of catching 
in a moving part is too great. Ob- 
viously, protective gloves of leath- 
er, canvas or other material 
should be used in handling rough 
metals so as to avoid cutting the 
hands. 

In many instances, a good grade 
of protective cream will prove 
beneficial and add to the comfort 
and personal cleanliness of the 
woman employee. Protective cream 
may be used on jobs with or with- 
out gloves. It permits quick wash- 
ing of the hands and avoids skin 
irritations so frequently found 
when harsh cleansers are used to 
wash tender skins. 


Eye Protection 

Eye protection demands light 
weight, usually small size goggles 
for welding, chipping and grinding 
or chemicals. In many instances,

Light weight respirators are 
available for women exposed to 
dust and fume hazards. It must be 
noted that industrial studies estab- 
lish a probable greater suscepti- 
bility of women to many fumes 
that are less toxic to male employ- 
ees. Women are believed to have 
high susceptibility to benzene, 
T.N.T., carbon disulphide, lead, 
mercury, arsenic and silica dust. 
In addition to ventilating and ex- 
haust systems, personal respirators 
of the proper type are recom- 
mended. 

Because of longer hair, women 
must wear a cap that will guard 
against any possibility of catching 
of hair in moving machinery. 
Heavy woven, durable hair nets 
have in some instances been found 
satisfactory and are well liked by 
women. In more hazardous in- 
stances, full cap should be worn, 
covering the entire scalp. From the 
standpoint of sanitation, dispos- 
able paper caps present added ad- 
vantages. 


Full-length face shields offer facial pro- 
tection. They are light-weight and com- 
fortable. 
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Controlling Absenteeism 

American industry, with the co- 
operation of labor and Federal and 
State labor officials, is finding ways 
successfully to control absenteeism, 
Secretary of Labor Frances Per- 
kins has reported. 

To solve the vicious absentee 
problem, plants have re-examined 
the daily and weekly hours of em- 
ployees to assure schedules which 
will maintain output over a long 
war period. They have developed 
strong safety and health programs 
and improved working conditions 
to reduce fatigue. They have al- 
lowed workers at least 30 minutes 
for lunch and recognized the im- 
portance of a clean place in which 
to eat, with a place to wash up 
first. Some have installed plant 
cafeterias or lunch carts carrying 
nutritious foods. Some have en- 
couraged recreation and given va- 
cations, emphasizing through vari- 
ous means the importance of the 
worker’s job to the war effort. 
Counselling or welfare services 
have helped adjustment to factory 
work for new employees. 

Recreation has been encouraged 
for better morale and health, which

reflect in accelerated production. 
Plants have provided a yard and 
in-plant space and equipment for 
recreation and competitive sports. 
Others have arranged with com- 
munity agencies for part-time use 
of their facilities. 

The results of a survey con- 
ducted by the U. S. Department 
of Labor appear in a pamphlet 
entitled “Controlling Absenteeism”. 
The firms co-operating with the 
Division of Labor Standards of 
the U. S. Department of Labor in 
the survey are large war plants 
donating the services of their safe- 
ty engineers to the Department 
of Labor’s National Committee for 
the Conservation of Manpower in 
War Industries in a campaign to 
cut down industrial accidents. 
These firms include shipyards, air- 
craft plants, electrical and chemi- 
cal firms, precision instrument com- 
panies, utilities, textile plants, food 
concerns and others engaged in 
war work and operating in every 
large industrial State.

Employer’s Non-compliance Results 
in Additional Compensation 


" Bender was an employee of Dan- 


iels, and as part of his work, he 
washed the windows in the hotel. He 
was supplied with a rope to tie 
around his waist, the ends of which 
he was to fasten to some stationary 
object inside the room, like a radia- 
tor, pipe, or bed. Actually the evi- 
dence shows that quite often other 
employees held the ends of the rope. 
On the day which the accident oc- 
curred, another employee who was 
unused to the work had been working 
with him, but got frightened, al- 
though he was using the rope, and 
came inside. Bender, said “You are 
not a man, you are a sissy,” and to 
finish the work stepped on the ledge, 
and started the window washing 
without using the rope. He fell, and 
the fall resulted in injuries for which 
compensation was awarded. The con- 
troversy here is over the award of 
15% additional compensation which 
is provided by the Statutes in cases 
where the injury is caused by the 
employer’s failure to comply with any 
statute or order of the Commission. 
The Commission’s rules set up four 
approved means to protect window 
washers, and the fifth clause allows 
“other equally efficient devices.” The 
employer claims that since he sup- 
plied the rope, he came under the 
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fifth clause, as an “equally efficient 
device.” 

The Court held that where prior 
to the promulgation of the rules, it 
had been common for employees to 
furnish washers with rope to tie 
about their waists, and fasten to 
some stationary object in a room, and 
such device was specially omitted 
from rules of approved safety de- 
vices, and an order now exists which 
also authorized the use of equally 
efficient devises; that the furnishing 
of such rope to the window washer, 
was not the furnishing of an “equally 
efficient device” within the meaning 
of the rules, so as to relieve the em- 
ployer of obligation to pay 15% ad- 
ditional compensation for failure to 
provide adequate safety devices. 
Daniels vs. Industrial Commission et 
al, Superior Court of Wisconsin, De- 
cember 8, 1942, 6 N.W. Rep.

Misconduct Results in No Award 


" Claimant was a brakeman on an 


electric motor used for moving, 
distributing, and hauling mine cars 
inside the mine, an occupation at 
which he had worked at for a period 
of eight or ten years. He had been 
an employee of his present employer 
for approximately two years, prior 
hereto, and for the past six years 
was employed at another mine owned 
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by another Company. He began work 
for his present employer on Decem- 
ber 5, 1941. He did not work on Satur- 
day or Sunday, and the accident oc- 
cured December 8, 1941. At the time 
he was hired, he received from his 
present employer, a book of “Safety 
Rules.” Included in these rules under 
the heading of “Rules For Hauling,” 
are these: 

Rule (3) “Car and _ locomotives 
shall be stopped before coupling, or 
uncoupling.” 

Rule (15) “No person should be 
permitted to ride in the front end or 
on top of any motor being headed 
in or out of the mines.” 

The rules bear the endorsement and 
approval by the State Compensation 
Commissioner. The facts disclosed 
that the section foreman observed 
Claimant “On the Front End of 
Motor” on the first day of his present 
employment, and warned him that 
such action was against the safety 
rules, and was not tolerated by the 
Company. On Monday, the foreman 
spoke to the Claimant, and told him 
that the Section Foreman had re- 
ported his violation, at which time, 
he was warned by the foreman not 
to do it again, and to observe the 
safety rules of the company. The 
foreman testified that no penalty was 
imposed because he was a new man. 
Claimant was injured while an empty 
coal car was being pushed into the 
work place of a loader. The Claim- 
ant crawled over the read end of the 
empty car, while it was moving, on 
to the bumper of the motor, and was 
in the act of removing the coupling 
pin when some part of his body was 
raised too high, and struck the roof 
of the mine causing him to be 
“Rolled” between the roof and the 
roof and the motor. 

The Court held that an employee 
who suffers an injury as the result 
of his deliberate and persistent vio- 
lation of orders or rules of his em- 
ployer established for the safety and 
benefit of its employees with which 
he has long been familiar, and which 
has been repeated by him by his Sec- 
tion foreman, and foreman several 
times within four days is chargeable 
with “Willfull Misconduct” barring 
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his claim to benefits from the Work- 
mans Compensation Fund.

Evidence Insufficient to Allow 
Hernia Claim 
* Petitioner claims to have sustained 
inguinal hernia arising out of and 
in the course of his employment. The 
proof indicates that on Friday, June 
27, 1941, while lifting down a bag of 
cement weighing 76 lIbs., he felt a 
sudden pain, ceased the work he was 
doing, rested a while, did a little 
light work until quitting time, walked 
home, reported for work the next 
day which was Saturday, quit at 
noon, the regular quitting time, 
walked to the hospital, and between 
the hours of 1:00 and 2:00 o'clock 
P.M. was examined by an interne, 
and the trouble was diagnosed as po- 
tential hernia. He walked home. On 
Monday, he walked to his job, did 
some light work, such as sweeping, 
etc., he stayed at and near his home, 
but was not confined to bed until 
August 7, when he walked to the 
hospital, had an operation for in- 
guinal hernia, and was later dis- 
charged as recovered. 

The Court held that the evidence 
failed to indicate that the hernia 
arose out of and in the course of 
employment, in as much as force was 
not applied directly to claimant’s ab- 
dominal wall, and in view of the fact 
that the evidence showed there was 
no descent of the hernia for several 
days after the alleged accident oc- 
curred. Claim disallowed.

ment, and this simplified building 
up a sufficient corps of medical men 
and women. 


T.N.T. Poisoning 


The technique of dealing with 
T.N.T. poisoning had been devel- 
oped at the end of the last war 
and the success of British efforts 
during this war is shown by the 
figures below. It will be noticed 
that the number of cases have now 
fallen to a level below those of 
1918 in spite of a very large in- 
crease in the numbers now em- 
ployed.

employment in 
these factories also led to a heavy 


incidence of dermatitis mainly 
among women previously unac- 
customed to this type of work. The 
presence of sufficient medical offi- 
cers helped in getting this trouble 
under control by close supervision 
and education of the workers, in- 
cluding special supervision of the 
washing of those exposed to the 
risk after each shift as well as by 


the development of barrier sub- 
stances as a protection against the 
different ingredients that caused 
this skin trouble. 

With the great need for increas- 
ing production and the introduc- 
tion of unskilled workers there has 
been an increase in accidents in 
the years of the war compared 
with those of 1938 as indicated in 
the table below. 

The increase in the case of wom- 
en seems alarming until the rea- 
sons for it are examined. The main 
cause is the very great increase of 
women in Britain’s war industries 
—a real criterion of the war effort 
of the women. Another cause is 
the turnover of women workers 
from the safe industries of cloth- 
ing, pottery and other light trades 
to the more dangerous industries in 
engineering and other shops pro- 
ducing munitions. Third, the na- 
tural inclination both of the man- 
agement and the new worker to get 
into production on an actual ma- 
chine without the proper period of 
training given in peace time. 

While this increase in accidents 
is not so serious as the gross fig- 
ures suggest, Britain’ Factory De- 
partment has taken steps to help 
industry prevent the serious loss

A new sound film presenting 
basic first-aid information in 
graphic form has just been re- 
leased by the Bureau of Mines, 
Department of Interior. 

Produced in co-operation with a 
large industrial firm, the film, en- 
titled “Help Wanted,” is in 16- 
millimeter sound and runs 31 min- 
utes. Copies are now available for 
exhibition by industrial and civil 
defense training classes, training 
courses conducted by or on behalf 
of the Army, Navy, and Maritime 
Service, and by schools, churches, 
colleges, civic and business organ- 
izations, and other similar groups. 

In “Help Wanted,” unusually ef- 
fective use is made of animated 
diagrams superimposed over actual 
photographs to show blood circula- 
tion, pressure points for staunching 
the flow of blood from a wound, 
and the effect of proper treatment 
of bleeding. 


Doctor Explains 


Opening scenes show the patient 
entering an operating room, and 
the doctor being questioned about 
the accident by a news reporter. 
The doctor emphasizes the value 
of a working knowledge of first 
aid and proceeds to give instruc- 
tions in fundamental applications. 
There follow scenes of typical in-

tory is staffed with engineers and 
research chemists whose sole job 
is to find and remedy occupational 
hazards. 

The laboratory keeps a card in- 
dex of all the thousands of ma- 
terials used in a war plant—and in 
the case of Westinghouse this has 
grown to 9,000 different items since 
the war began. Before any new 
material is put into use, it first is 
sent to the laboratory for a check. 
If it is found toxic or otherwise 
harmful, the information is passed 
on to shop supervisors and work- 
ers, and the necessary protective 
measures instituted. 

Toluol, for example, recently 
had to be eliminated in the manu- 
facture of varnish for insulation 
wires, and benzol substituted. This 
was because toluol is vital to the 
manufacture of T.N.T. 

Benzol is the most satisfactory

varnish ingredient, for that matter, 
but it is a toxic and had not been 
used. When it became necessary to 
use it, the hazard was eliminated 
by totally enclosing the process so 
no vapors could escape into the 
workroom, 

For the first time since World 
War I, women are taking a place 
alongside men on the war produc- 
tion lines at Westinghouse.

Industrial Hygiene Foundation, 
with headquarters at Mellon In- 
stitute, Pittsburgh, has been col- 
laborating in a study of sick ab- 
senteeism with a group of its mem- 
ber companies and with the U. S. 
Public Health Service since Janu- 
ary 1, 1941. 

At the Foundation’s last annual 
meeting, a panel was devoted to 
the reduction of absenteeism.
